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Sabres invade southern Ontario before start of season

The NHL season begins 
next month and one way 
the Buffalo Sabres are get¬ 
ting ready is reaching out 
to communities in south¬ 
ern Ontario. 


The two-day campaign 
titled 'Invade Canada 1 on 
Monday and Tuesday 
involved stops at the St. 
Catharines Hospital, the 
Greater Fort Erie Chamber 
of Commerce, the Old 
Bank Bistro, Tim Horton's 
and Garrison Rd. Public 


School in Fort Erie. 

Students assembled to 
the library to ask ques¬ 
tions of Marcus Foligno, 
who played 47 games in 
his first NHL season last 

Foligno was also joined 
by the Sabres' mascot 


Sabretooth and Rob Ray, 
arguably one of the club's 
most popular players from 
the 1990s who had at least 
158 penalty minutes in 
each of his 12 full seasons 
with the Sabres. 

Ted Black, president of 
the Sabres, was also part 


of the two-day caravan 
and said this initiative is 
important because of the 
large role Canadians have 
during the NHL season in 
Buffalo. 

At Garrison Rd. Public 
School, Foligno and Ray 
read to students and field¬ 


ed their questions. 

"I hope this is a thrill for 
these kids that lasts a life¬ 
time," said Black. 

He said the tour is 
scheduled because it not 
only shows appreciation 
for supporters north of 
the border but can also 
provide opportunity to 
recruit new fans. 

He said Fort Erie to 
Stoney Creek is consid¬ 
ered a zone where many 
hockey fans wear the blue 
and gold. 

"It's within our territory 
and we are looking to 
engage fans of all ages," 
said Black. 

He said about 15% of 
season ticket holders are 
from Canada and the same 
amount purchases single 
game tickets on a regular 

Some of those ticket 
sales come from the wal¬ 
lets of Montreal and 
Toronto fans, but he feels 
many hockey fanatics from 
the area have a soft-spot 
for the Sabres. 

"For the fans from south¬ 
ern Ontario who cheer for 
a Canadian team, I think 
Buffalo always has a warm 
spot in their heart," he 
said. 

The Sabres kick off the 
2013-14 regular season on 
the road against the 
Detroit Red Wings on Oct. 
2 and will play their home 
opener on Oct. 4 against 
the Ottawa Senators.

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Fort Erie and school boards 
making adjustments

The Town of Fort Erie 
will become more involved 
with school boards when a 
new facility is planned to 
be built in the municipali¬ 
ty, after a decision made 
by council. 

At last Tuesday's coun- 
cil-in-committee meeting, 
Fort Erie politicians voted 
in favour of a staff report 
that recommended that 
when a school board 
approves a new facility in 
Fort Erie, it will be subject 
to site plan control and 
site plan agreements 
through the local govern- 

The issue of how site 
plan approvals and agree¬ 
ments are being utilized 
by municipalities was 
brought up at a recent 
meeting between between 
area planners. 

It's been recom¬ 


other agencies. 

Following this, the 
school boards work to 
finalize site plans. 

"In some cases, these 
planning processes have 
been rather long in nature 
given that the school 
boards' consulting archi¬ 
tects have not been quick 
in responding to issues 
raised by the Town or other 
review agencies," reads the 
staff report. 

On occasion, building 
permits have been request¬ 
ed before the final site plan 
is registered. 

"This has led to some 
confusion for the school 
boards and some frustra¬ 
tion in the overall plan¬ 
ning-building process," 
says the report. 

Ward 2 Coun. RickShular 
said he hopes this decision 
will create more harmony 
between school boards 
and the municipal govern- 


"This brings to every¬ 
one's attention the nuts 
and bolts that are needed 
when construction hap¬ 
pens," said Shular. 

Tuesday's meeting at 
Town Hall was also held 
on the first day of classes

Editor's Notebbok 


It's been over a month 
since Ward 5 Coun. Don 
Lubberts has brought up 
his biggest pet peeve in 
the council chambers. 


Although the Fort Erie 
politician who serves the 
Crystal Beach area has 
made it crystal clear that 
he does not support the 
idea of a 12-storey condo 
in his ward along the 
waterfront. I'm pretty 
sure it is still his favou¬ 
rite thing to talk about. 

He campaigned against 
the project and after 
being elected by a large 
margin almost three years 
ago and today, it's still 
his priority. 


The project has been 
approved and in my opin¬ 
ion, most people who did 
not see the merit of the 
development have moved 
on to more important 
things in their lives. 

There certainly is a 
group of residents who I 
estimate will never back 
down and once construc¬ 
tion begins, will likely 
protest near the site. 

I don't know this for 
sure, but after seven years 
of experience in working 


for the Fort Erie Times, 
I've come to realize that 
this is how things work in 
Greater Fort Erie. 

Residents are as per¬ 
sistent as they can be, on 
both sides of this politi¬ 
cally-divided community 
and neither group finds it 
easy admitting they were 
wrong about something. 

Lubberts was elected 
on this one issue and 
anyone who voted for 
him should be thankful 
that he is a man of his 


He sticks to his guns. 

But at the same time, 
where do people draw the 
line? When do people 
start asking their elected 
representative to also 
give attention to other 
issues. 

At last Tuesday's coun- 
cil-in-committee meet¬ 
ing, Lubberts drilled the 
Town of Fort Erie's direc¬ 
tor of community plan¬ 
ning and development, 
Rick Brady, with ques¬ 


tions about the condo 
development. 

His first concern was 
whether or not the Town 
would be changing the 
property's zoning to com¬ 
mercial because he had 
read somewhere that the 
developer plans to rent 
some of the building's

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Update on the 'cup of java' with good, bad and ugly about coffee 


> Studies indicate 
that coffee can 
help reduce risk 
of diabetes 
caused by obesity 



A glowing ad once 
stated: “A very whole¬ 
some and physical drink 
that helpeth indigestion, 
quickeneth the spirits, 
maketh the heart light¬ 
some, is good against 
eye sores, coughs, head¬ 
ache, gout and the King’s 
evil." 

It was the year 1657, 
when coffee was first 
introduced into London, 
England from the Middle 
East. And what was the 
King’s evil? 


have considered coffee 
drinking a questionable 
habit with some refus¬ 
ing coffee for health rea¬ 
sons. So what are the 
pros and cons for drink¬ 
ing a cup of java? 

First, the good news. 
Coffee contains more 


Four generations 


than 1,000 naturally 
occurring chemicals. 

Caffeine is actually a 
natural pesticide that 
helps to protect coffee 
plants from predators. 
Brewed coffee contains 
between 60 to 120 milli¬ 
grams of caffeine that 
stimulates the nervous 
system, improving alert¬ 
ness and mood. 

It’s therefore not sur¬ 
prising that a British 
Medical Journal reports 
an Australian study that 
shows caffeine 

decreased the risk of 
accidents for long-dis¬ 
tance truck drivers. 

More than 20 studies 
show that coffee also 
helps to reduce the risk 



of Type 2 diabetes 
caused by obesity. 

Coffee contains chlo- 
rogenic acid which 
decreases the absorp¬ 
tion of glucose from the 
bowel. The less glucose 
in the blood, the less 
strain on insulin pro¬ 
duction. But coffee is of 
no help for those who 
already have diabetes. 

What about the risk of 
cardiovascular disease? 
Finnish researchers fol¬ 
lowed 20,000 coffee-lov¬ 
ing Finns for 10 years. 
They concluded that 
coffee and non-coffee 
drinkers shared the 
same risk of coronary 
attack or dying of heart 
disease. 

In 2012 a large 
German study reached 
the same conclusion. 
Later, a Norwegian study 
reported that older 
women, drinking one to 
three cups of coffee 
daily, were 24% less 
likely to die of cardio¬ 
vascular disease than 
non-drinkers. 

For years people have 
worried about the effect 


of coffee on blood pres¬ 
sure, but there is no 
consensus on this issue. 
A Finnish study of 27,000 
healthy men and women 
who took coffee revealed 
that after 13 years there 
was a 14% greater risk of 
hypertension. 

However, a Harvard 
study of 45,000 people, 
failed to link coffee with 
increased blood pres¬ 
sure. And even better 
news, a Swedish study 
revealed a decreased 
risk of stroke. 

A report in 

Neurobiology states that 
coffee appears to have a 
protective effect against 
the development of 
Parkinson’s disease. 

The Finns love their 
java and those who con¬ 
sumed 10 or more cups 
daily had an astounding 
84% decreased risk of 
developing this disease. 
In addition, those who 
drank six or more cups 
daily had a 40% 
decreased risk of gout. 

The news about can¬ 
cer is good and bad. 


Some studies show a 
link to pancreatic malig¬ 
nancy, an increase in 
leukemia, stomach and 
bladder cancer. But 
other research shows 
protection against colon, 
rectal and liver cancer. 

Do you want to live 
longer? A report in the 
New England Journal of 
Medicine shows that 
those who drank at least 
two cups of coffee (reg¬ 
ular or decaf) were 10 to 
15% less likely to die 
over a 14-year period. 

Now the bad, bad 
news. Studies show that 
only 35% of people drink 
coffee black. 

Milk, cream and sugar 
add calories. Moreover, 
specialty shops have 
added significant calo¬ 
ries to a cup of java. 

So it pays to be pru¬ 
dent about what you 
add. The best choice is 
skim milk or low fat 
milk. Or consider artifi¬ 
cial sweeteners, cinna¬ 
mon or spices that don’t 
add calories or fat. But 
whatever way you like 
your java you end up 


with a cup that contains 
either a low of 16 calo¬ 
ries or a whopping 500. 

It’s also prudent for 
pregnant women to limit 
the intake of coffee. 
Some studies show that 
excessive amounts of 
coffee increase the risk 


So enjoy your cup of 
java. Common sense 
dictates that not many 
evils lurk in coffee unless 
it’s overloaded. 

But could a cup of 
java cure “the King’s 
evil?" 

Years ago, it was 
believed that the King’s 
touch could cure a 
tuberculosis swelling of 
lymph glands in the 

This royal touch was 
first used by Edward the 
Confessor. Later folk 
lore has it that Charles II 
touched 90,000 victims. 
My bet is these people 
should have stayed

Brady said that wouldn't 
be happening, using the 
hundreds of cottages in 
Crystal Beach that are rent¬ 
ed during the summer 
months as an example. 

The Town doesn't need to 
apply a zoning change to 
the abundance of lots in 
Crystal Beach because peo¬ 
ple pay to stay there for a 
short period of time and the 
condo building is not any 
different. 

Condos being rented is 
rather common in other 
areas, according to Brady. 

The next observational 
tidal wave from Lubberts 


involved the location of 
public washrooms and 
questions surrounding the 
possible existence of a pri¬ 
vate pool at the site. 

In summary, he wants the 
site plan to return to council 
for another examination. 

I'm not a planner, nor I 
have I been as involved in 
this project as much as 
Lubberts has over the last 
few years, even before he 
became a councillor when 
he sat on the neighbour¬ 
hood plan committee. 

I'm not challenging his 
knowledge of how this proj¬ 
ect came about because I'm 
not in a position to do that. 

Lubberts has been far 
more involved than I have 


and paid much closer a 
tion to the fine details. 

It's not my opinion that 
Lubberts doesn't have the 
right to continue raising 
questions about a project 
that has been approved for 
a long time. 

But what I am saying, is 
that senior planning staff at 
Town Hall do know more 
about the project than 
Lubberts. 

And since Lubberts never 
mentioned where he was 
getting all this information, 
other than small talk with 
residents and an illustration 
in a brochure, here's a claim 
based on casual conversa¬ 
tions I've had around town. 

People are exhausted 


People who were against 
the project, who I actually 
get along with really well 
(believe it or not) are tired 
of it still being a topic of dis¬ 
cussion. 

And if there is a break¬ 
through from Lubberts and 
his supporters that they are 
right about, I expect it will 
need to be derived from an 
actual planning document 
and not just from comments 
he's read on Facebook, pro¬ 
motional literature or 
through coffee shop talk.

Selection of a new chief adminis¬ 
trative officer at Niagara Region will 
have to wait another week. 

A special session of regional coun¬ 
cil set for Thursday night to vote on 
a committee recommendation for 
the new CAO was cancelled by 
Regional Chair Gary Burroughs. 

Burroughs said key documents 
arrived too late for councillors to 
digest them. 

“Those background documents 
did not arrive until 9 a.m. (Thursday), 
so I made the decision to postpone 
the meeting until next week,” he 
said. “If councillors want to do it 
before that, the bylaw allows us to 
schedule a meeting with 48 hours 
notice." 

Burroughs also said he wanted 
give the committee’s CAO candidate 
an extra day to accept the offer. 

Although the meeting was can¬ 
celled Thursday morning, 10 of the 
31 regional councillors decided to 
go to regional headquarters anyway. 
They requested a Standard reporter 
meet with them so they could express 
their displeasure at the cancella- 

St. Catharines councillor Alan 
Caslin characterized the postpone¬ 
ment of the meeting by Burroughs as 
an “abuse of power,” something 
Burroughs vehemently denied. 

“This is tyranny of the majority,” 
Caslin said. “We need leadership. 
We need change." 

Welland Mayor Barry Sharpe 
called it highly unusual for a special 
meeting of council to be cancelled, 
although the bylaws do not govern 
how or when such a meeting can be 
cancelled. It’s within the power of a 
council chair to postpone a meet¬ 
ing. 

Port Colborne councillor David 
Barrick said since the CAO is the 
only staff member the council hires 
directly, and is the one councillors

most rely on, a delay in voting on the 
recommended person — whose 
name has not been released — is 
unacceptable. 

St. Catharines councillor Bruce 
Timms said without a CAO, council 
cannot proceed on important issues 
like water and sewer services. 

The position has been vacant for 
approximately three months. 

"If the lack of a CAO is not killing 
us, it is certainly delaying us,” he 
said. “It is slowing us down.” 

The councillors — including may¬ 
ors Doug Joyner of West Lincoln and 
Jim Diodati of Niagara Falls, and 
Niagara Falls councillor Selina 
Volpatti — also suggested the post¬ 
ponement was done to allow coun¬ 
cillors who could not attend 
Thursday to make it next week. 

Those councillors could be enough 
to tip the votes against the commit¬ 
tee's recommended candidate. 

"That is absolutely not the case, at 
least not from my point of view,” 
Burroughs said. 

The meeting has been resched¬ 
uled for Sept. 12. Burroughs said he 
"absolutely” expects the meeting to 
go ahead on that date.

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Brimstone partner heading to brewmaster school

The Brimstone Brewing 
Company was hoping to 
open to the public by the 
end of August, but instead 
they will wait a few more 
weeks to gain additional 
experience. 

Rod Daigle, of 
Brimstone Brewing 
Company said that he 


was accepted to the 
Siebel Institute of 
Technology the week 
before Aug. 24, for a 
12-week brewmasters 
program. 

"It happened really 
quickly, there is normally 
about a two-year wait to 
get into Siebel, but they 
had an opening so I 
jumped on it," he said. 

Because he will be 
spending Sept. 15 to the 


first week of December 
studying between Siebel 1 s 
campuses in Chicago and 
Germany, a soft opening 
is expected to take place 
mid-December. 

The Siebel Institute of 
Technology has been a 
part of the Chicago land¬ 
scape since 1872. The 
mandate of the school 
has always been to pro¬ 
vide a world-class brew¬ 
ing education. 


When Daigle returns 
from his 12-week course 
he will be a certified 
brewmaster. 

The venture to open 
Brimstone Brewing 
Company in Ridgeway 
started as an idea over 
two years ago for Daigle 
and Jason Pizzicarola. 

Daigle said that when 
the idea was born they 
always knew they wanted 
to be able to one day 


expand their operations, 
which would require him 
to attend school to 
become a brewmaster. 

"It just happened a lit¬ 
tle quicker than we 
expected," he said. 

There are only a hand¬ 
ful of nano-breweries 
serving craft beer in 
Canada, Brimstone is one 
of them. 

"Nano just means we 
produce small amounts, 


we're actually about as 
nano as they get," he 

Because of the rapid 
movement of Diagle's 
acceptance into brew¬ 
master school, they will 
be putting in a bid to get 
a bigger brewery, which 
they hope to have com¬ 
plete in the spring.

The expansion would see the installa¬

Though they are licensed as a retail 
ore, a commercial brewery and tavern, 
they haven't opened to the public yet. 

"We're licensed for it and we actually 
did a couple festivals in Ridgeway over 
the summer. When I return from Siebel 
we'll be able to get things going with the 
soft opening," he said. 

Craft beer is often described as an 
acquired taste, but Daigle said the 
response they have received from the 
community and entire area has been 
positive, which has also helped them to 
speed up their expansion. 


Craft beer is something that si 
people aren't familiar with and its taste 
is far more noticeable than other ales 
and lagers on the market. 

"Craft beer has a lot more flavour than 
perhaps what most people are used to," 
he said. 

During Daigle's time studying at Siebel 
Institute of Technology in Chicago and 
their academy in Munich, he hopes to 
keep up-to-date with a blog that he will 
put out each Friday, which can be fol¬ 
lowed on their Facebook page.

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Hudak says let Niagara casinos take on competition

Niagara’s casinos should 
be allowed to compete and 
the provincial government 
should not restrict their 
ability to do so, Ontario 
Progressive Conservative 
Leader Tim Hudak says. 

“We are seeing fewer 
Americans coming across 
the border, and we are see¬ 
ing more Canadians going 
across the border there. 
The problem is that we have 
two bosses, the company 
running it and the OLG sec¬ 
ond guesses every deci¬ 
sion," said Hudak. “Let's get 
off their backs. Let’s not tell 
them where they have to 
put every slot machine or a 
fireplace in the washrooms. 
Let them actually compete 
and sell their product. That 
will bring more jobs and 


more investment here.” 

Last month, city council 
passed a resolution asking 
Premier Kathleen Wynne to 
allow more casinos in the 
Honeymoon Capital and to 
direct Ontario Lottery and 
Gaming Corp. to include 
the city’s two existing ones 
in its modernization plan. 

OLG outlined a proposal 
to modernize the industry 
last year. It focuses on 
improving customer ser¬ 
vice, securing operators for 
the day-to-day operations, 
and renewing OLG’s role in 
the management and over¬ 
sight of the sector. 

Niagara Falls Mayor Jim 
Diodati said his city is the 
top gaming destination in 
Canada and a global brand 
that attracts millions of 
tourists. That would make 
it the logical place to 
expand the gaming sector 
and attract more tourism, 



jobs, investment and 
spending. 

On Thursday, Hudak was 
in Niagara Falls to tour the 
Washington Mills Electro 
Minerals Corp. plant on 
Stanley Ave. He talked to 
management and staff 
about manufacturing jobs 
and the economy. 

“Manufacturing has been 
a backbone for us in the 
Niagara region and the 
province as a whole,” said 
Hudak. “It helped to build 
our middle class and make 
it strong. The problem is 
that we’ve lost 300,000 
manufacturing jobs. Here 
in Niagara, two out of five 
manufacturing jobs have 
disappeared in the last 10 

Hudak said other politi¬ 
cal parties see manufactur¬ 
ing jobs as a thing of the 
past, a smoke stack relic of 
the last century. But manu¬ 
facturing can still have a 


bright future if the right 
decisions are made today. 

"We need to get these 
jobs back to Ontario, back 
to Niagara, and that involves 
getting our hydro rates 
under control, doing more 
in the skilled trades through 
our colleges, like Niagara 
and encouraging compa¬ 
nies like Washington Mills 
to invest in the latest tech¬ 
nology to compete against 
the best in the world." 

Regional Coun. Bart 
Maves, the former 
Progressive Conservative 
MPP for Niagara Falls, said 
more needs to be done to 
keep companies like 
Washington Mills in 
Niagara. 

Sandro Borghesi, a vice- 
president of Washington 
Mills, said competition is 
“very heavy from compa¬ 
nies overseas" and they are 
always looking for ways to 
improve efficiency.

To save hydro costs, he 
adds, some machinery is 
operated at off peak times. 
However, even though his 
company is located close to 
where electricity is being 
generated, a big compo¬ 
nent of their bill is the 
transmission cost.

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Documentary coming to Niagara for one night only

Screening will 
be fundraiser 
for Marineland 
whistle blowers

The acclaimed docu¬ 
mentary Blackfish is head¬ 
ing to Niagara for a one- 
night-only screening Sept. 
27. 

One of the year’s best- 
reviewed films is already a 
frontrunner for Best 
Documentary at next 
year’s Oscars. It examines 
the captivity of killer whale 
Tilikum at Orlando’s 
SeaWorld, and his role in 
the deaths of three train¬ 
ers, most recently Dawn 
Brancheau in 2010. 

Since its premiere at the 
Sundance Film Festival in 
January, the film has gen¬ 
erated huge media buzz 


on the already volatile 
issue of whales in captivi¬ 
ty, with SeaWorld claiming 
the film “paints a distorted 
picture” about the indus¬ 
try. The film so affected 
animation giant Pixar, it 
changed the ending of its 
upcoming sequel to 
Finding Nemo, originally 
set in a marine park. 

The Niagara screening 
takes place at Sir Winston 
Churchill Secondary 
School at 7 p.m. 

It will be a fundraiser for 
the legal expenses of 
Marineland ‘whistle blow¬ 
ers’ who have spoken out 
against the park in the past 
year. Marineland has filed 
six lawsuits in response, 
including against former 
Marineland employees 
Phil Demers ($1.5 million), 
Christine Santos ($1.2 mil¬ 
lion) and Jim Hammond 
($1.5 million), as well as 
local activist Mike Garrett 
($1.5 million) and the

Toronto Star ($7 million). 

Former SeaWorld trainer 
Samantha Berg, who is 
featured in the film, will 
also attend the Niagara 
screening. 

“The first time I saw 
Blackfish, I was hit with a 
combination of emotions 
all at once,” says Berg, now 
an acupuncturist in Alaska. 
" I felt my heart leap when 


with a killer whale, but I 
was also horrified to dis¬ 
cover how SeaWorld went 
about capturing killer 
whales to stock their 

"I felt deep embarrass¬ 
ment and shame for never 
considering how the ani¬ 
mals got to SeaWorld in 
the first place while I was 
working at the park.” 

Garrett, whose run-ins 
with Marineland park 
owner John Holer can be 
found on YouTube, says 
getting the film in Niagara 
- even for one night - “is 
extremely important being 
that we have Marineland, 
a captive mammal facility 
within close proximity.” 

He says marine parks 
have controlled the mes¬ 
sage through decades of 
TV and radio commercials, 
but Blackfish tells a whole 
different story. 


“This film has the power 
to change people’s minds, 
it has impact.” 

While protests continue 
at Marineland, they are 
less vocal this year after an 
injunction obtained 

against local group 
Marineland Animal 
Defense which prohibits 
the use of megaphones 
and phrases like “torture” 
and “abuse” on signs. In 
addition, the park has 
leased two new sections of 
land from the city, includ¬ 
ing a front section utilized 
by protesters for years. 

Garrett spoke against 
the leases at an August 
council meeting, and 
hopes every Niagara Falls 
city councilor sees 
Blackfish. 

“It is my hope Niagara 
area politicians will attend 
this screening with an 
open mind to learn about 
the other side of captivi¬ 
ty.”

DRUGS AND, ALCOHOL 


Unfortunately mixing alcohol with certain types of prescription medications can be dangerous. 
Alcohol can increase the risk of severe CNS depression when taken with opioids, benzodiazepines 
and barbituates. Alcohol can also affect drug metabolism (breakdown to active components), or the 
absorption of some drugs. Chronic alcohol intake can also cause problems with certain medications 
because of the effect it has on the liver and specific drug metabolizing enzymes. 

Chronic alcohol use increases acetaminophen (TYLENOL) metabolism increasing its 
conversion to metabolites toxic to the liver. It is always best not to exceed four grams of 
acetaminophen a day, especially if you are a heavy or binge drinker because of the damage it 
can due to your liver. 

Chronic alcohol use along with NSAIDS (Ibuprofen) or aspirin can increase the risk of Gl 
bleeds. However, an occasional drink with NSAID use is not likely an issue. 

If you are a patient on warfarin alcohol can inhibit warfarin metabolism and increase your 
INR. If you change your usual alcohol intake you should have your INR checked. 

Certain antibiotics, and in particular metronidazole, has the potential when mixed with 
alcohol to make people quite ill. When taken to together a patient may experience low blood 
pressure, shortness of breath, facial flushing, and nausea. 

Diabetic patients taking hypoglycemics such as GLYBURIDE or insulin are at risk of severe 
hypoglycemia (low blood sugar) when they drink alcohol. These patients should limit alcohol to 
an occasional single drink. 

Any patient on medication for sleeping should be careful of alcohol consumption because 
of the additive affects of drowsiness and respiratory depression. Patients have been known to 
aspirate their own vomit and die from intoxication. This could be more likely to happen if a person 
mixes alcohol with their sleep medication. 

This same problem could exist when patients mix alcohol and opiates. 

It is always wise to consult your pharmacist or physician if you receive a new prescription 
and intend to have a few alcoholic beverages. Also please notify your physician or pharmacist 
if you are a chronic drinker. Even if you are not planning to drink while taking your prescription 
previous liver damage could affect how well you metabolize your medication. This could result in 
too high, or too low a dose for you.
